Judge Tuthill on Tuesday had ordered 
Williams to report at the court every day, 


‘and the man promised to do so. Yesterday 


morning it was found that he had departed. 
He lived over his poolroom with his daugh- 
ter. The girl also had gone, and the house- 
hold goods were piled in confusion. 

The absence of Williams will help “ Patsy ” 
materially. 

Tampered With in Court. 

The other witness who was tampered with 
in the Criminal court yesterday was Sam- 
uel Aronsen, who had been summoned to 
testify against King. He wasa policy writer 
for King at 86 Custom House place. He was 
served with the papers on Wednesday, and 
yesterday morning appeared in the vicinity 
of the building. 

Aronsen was met there by one of King’s 
men, who are stationed through the build- 
ing, and was frightened away. In the after- 
noon detectives found him and brought him 


into court. 
“Why did you not come this morning?” 
asked Judge Tuthill. ° 


“TI didm/t know it was I you wanted,’ said 
the culprit. “ They had my first name spelled 


wrong.” 
“Thirty days in jail for you,” said the 


judge. 

Taking the cue from the severe punish- 
ment imposed by the court the lokouts 
stationed near the court then became less 
active. Previously they had infested every 
corridor and hallway and even lined the 
street. Every stranger was examined, and 
before he got into the witness room he usu- 
ally was recognized by some of the watchers. 
Some “ tip” as to the nature of his testimony 
or the danger of hi@giving any at all would 
then be given him, and it usually worked. 


Bitter in Denouncing Tactics. 
Assistant State’s Attorney Lindley, who is 


conducting the case for the state, was bitter 


in his denunciation of the methods of the 
Kings to circumvent the state tactics. 

“Tf Aronsen talks while he is in jail and 
gives us any tip as to who it was that ap- . 
proached him and warned him to keep away 
we will get after that person,” he said. 

-“ ‘There is an indictment in this for some 
one. In the matter of Williams, he ts not 
so much to blame as are the men who fright- 
ened him. We will keep working on this case 
and if we can find anything we will have them 
indicted for conspiracy.”

Six messengers with 
revelations on the life of the body came to 
the world some time ago, according to the 
prophecies in the Revelations, The seventh 
is at hand in a dual form; in fact, ft arrived 
in New York yesterday on the steamship 
Pringess Irene from Australia.” 

The modern sect of the Israelites, which has 
been established in Benton Harbor since 
March, 1903, is awaiting with much agitation 
the arrival of the bearers of the living roll of 
life. According to the new creation date, this 
is the twelfth day of the second year, and the 
time is short, for the world Is scheduled by 
the Israelites to end in August, 1916. 


Mary and Benjamin Proselyte. 

Mary and Benjamin left Benton Harbor 
last November for Australia to speak to the 
people. A large number of Australians de- 
cided to return with them. The party, which 
landed in New York, numbered eighty-three. 
The trip from Australia was by way of the 
Suez canal and Naples.

Mrs. Black is living at the Hotel Savoy, 
independent, it is said, of the income of 
Black, as she is reported to have millions in- 
vested in her own right. She is the daughter 
of the late George A. Fuller of Chicago, who 
founded the great Fuller Construction com- 
pany. 

Mrs. Black brought the suit through Lane 
& Trofford, 32 Liberty street, and the petition 
recenty was served on Black in this city. 


|. Black has engaged the law firm of Dos 
Passos & Dos Passos, of which John R. Dos 
Passos long has acted as his personal coun- 
sel. He has not yet filed any answer to the 
accusations of his wife and it is understood 
he may decline to do so. 

Secrecy Maintained by All. 

The first formal proceeding in the case, 
which sifted through the barriers erected 
by aj] the interested parties to preserve se- 
cre@, was made known today in an appli- 
cation to Justice Dickey of the Supreme 
court at White Plains for an order substi- 
tuting Attorney William P. Maloney, 41 
Wall street, as counsel for Black instead of 
the Dos Passos Bros. 

Justice Dickey glanced over the papers 
and signed the order without any argument. 

The title of the case as it appeared in 
the papers is “ Allon F. Black vs. Harry 8. 
Black.’ There was no suggestion in that 
title that the parties were man and wife, or 
that it was an action for divorce. Although 
Maloney becomes the lawyer of record for 
Mr. Black, it does not alter the relations of 
Dos Passos, who will continue to look after 
the interests of Black. 

The complaint filed by Mra Black was 
unsatisfactory in that it did not set forth 
clearly the cause of the action. Whether the 
bill asks for relief based upon statutory 
grounds or separation based upon desertion 
incompatibility of temperament, or other 
grounds no one interested in the case will 
tell. No testimony has been taken to su 


stantiate any of the allegations. “

mined to prosecute the action until she ob- 
tains the decree, it is understood suggestions 
for a reconciliation have been ‘made by rela- 
tives and friends, who desire to avoid the 
publicity that must follow.

Mrs. Black was equally reticent. 

Mr. Black is a man about town, a member 
of several clubs, and makes lavish expendi- 
tures in the entertainment of hisfriends. At 
Palm Beach he recently gave one of the 
largest dinner parties of the season, which 
furnished food for talk by the select set at 
the beach. 

At this dinner, famous for its splendor in 
Palm Beach, Black had as his guests Miss 
Maria de Acosta, Miss Renee Coudert, Miss 
Juliana Cutting of Lenox and Manhattan, 
Lorimer Worden, Col. Frank Ray, Lioyd 
Smith, Heary Livingston, and Waiter Taylor.

INDICTMENT AWAITS HIM. 


Chicago Police Think “Get Rich Quick” 
“Man May Return to Chicago, Where 
He Operated for Some Time. 


The flight of Frank C. Marrin, alias 
BE. Stone, alias Edward Dufine, from Phila- 
delphia, where he had been promoting a get 
rich quick concern, has resulted in a renewal 
of the vigilance of the Chicago police, who 
once “ran him out of town.” 
ord in Chicago, to which it is thought he may 

return, was coincident with that of W. R. [ 
Bennett, whose turf tipping bubbles burst 
on or about Feb. 5, 1900, and who was the 
brains of several concerns existing here 
about the same time. 
Marrin came to Chicago in 1896, and, after 
a time. fell in with Bennett. 
The two first organized a turf tipping bu- 
reau known as the Security Savings society, 
with offices at 1002 Security building. Busi- 
ness was good, and they branched out, es- 
tablishing the Codperative Trust company, 
80-84 Dearborn street, the Turf Investment 
company, in the same building, and what was 
known as a “ branch office " of the Security 
company at 182 Dearborn street. D. Ww. 
Moody, who had invested $10,000 with Ben- 
nett, was put in charge of the latter office. 
He lost his $10,000. Marrin and Bennett soon 
organized the “‘ Bankers’ and Investors’ Pro- 
tective association,’’ whose ostensible object 
was to furnish information regarding vari- 
ous get rich quick concerns. 

On Feb. 5, 1900, Bennett, Marrin; and Miss 
Sophia Beck; a stenographer for Marrin., left 
the city and went to San Francisco. 
waiting two weeks, Moody swore out war- 
rants against the trio, charging them with 
obtaining money on false pretenses and con- 
ducting a common gaming house. 

On Feb. 24 Detective Sergeant Clifton’ R. 
Wooldridge, accompanied by a score of po- 
licemen, raided the concerns. A ca 
literature was taken. 

Several days later indictments for gam- 
|} bling were voted by the grand jury against 
Bennett. Marrin, Miss Beck, and two other 
lesser lights.

IT'S NOBODY IN DELAWARE 


LEGISLATURE ADJOURNS, ADDICES 
MAKING GOOD ON THREAT. 


Four More Ballots Taken Amid Dis- 
order in Effort te End Deadiock— 
Members Come Near Blows—“Solid 
Fifteen” of Gas Man’s Supporters 
‘Wear Red Ties, Badge of “Bar’l’’ 
“I Yet Will Go to the Senate,” Says 
the Fighter. 


Dover, Del., March 23.—[Special.]—‘‘ Me or 
nobody,” J. Edward Addicks’ threat at the 
beginning of the present epoch in Delaware's 
series of deadlocks over the election of a 
United States senator, was made good today. 
It is “ nobody.”’ 

The legislature adjourned sine die at 2:45 
o'clock in the afternoon, after taking four 
ballots amid disorder that made a backwoods 
county convention seem as tame as a sewing 
circle in comparison. Two or three times 
members threatened to come to blows; and 
the presiding officer’s cries for order were 
drowned in derisive shouts. Dominating the 
scene were the “ solid fifteen ’’ with red neck- 
ties—the badge of Addicksism in the legis- 
lature—who have supported the politician 
throughout the contest. | 
As the ballots were called each of the fif- 
teen answered his name with grim determi- 
nation, not unlike the snap of a crocodile’s 
jaws. On every face in the little phalanx 
was written the leader’s dictum of “ Addicks 
or nobody.” 


Addicks Men Wear Red Ties. 


On the first ballot of the day Addicks led 
with his fifteen men wearing the scarlet in- 
signia. Col. H. A. Dupont, thé Wilmington 
powder man, whose money has fought Ad- 
dicks’ almost exhausted “‘ barrel,”” ha@ four- 
teen votes, and his son, Coleman Dupont, 
had two. Of the democrats, Saulsbury re- 
tained thirteen, who long had been faithful 
to him, and Hughes had eight, making Ad- 
dicks lack twelve votes of the necessary ma- 
jority of 27. 
Then an attempt was made to adjourn the 
session, and a vote was taken, with members 
shouting and trying to drown out the clerk’s 
yoice. The motion was lost by 27 to 25 votes. 
A second ballot was taken and showed no 
change. Again a motion to adjourn was lost 
and the third ballot taken. Two Addicks se- 
ceders—Representatives Lingo and Vanden- 
berg—who had declined to vote for Col. Du- 
pont, and had clung to Coleman Dupont,, 
then changed to State Senator Simon Penne- 
will. 

Recess was taken, and the joint session re- 
convened at 1:05. The democrats wanted to 
separate, but Pennewill objected. 


Member Assails the President. 


* You're after a vote,” was thrust at him. 

Penne- 
will immediately declared he had been 
knifed. Amid .confusion, the president was 
powerless. Flushed and angry, Pennewill 
called for a division. This was denied, and 
Pennewill shouted at the president pro tem:

There was no change in the fourth balot. 
and the legislature adjourned after heated 
talk and exchange of personalities.

WITCHES IN CUBA CHARGED 
WITH MURDER OF AN INFANT. 


Twelve Persons on Trial for Practic- 
ing Rites Which Were Expected to 
. Besult in Curing Sick Woman.

HAVANA, March 23.—Zoilla Sanchez, a 

child of Francisco and Anna Peres de San- 
chez, 20 months old, disappeared Nov. 10, 1904, 


Melena, a town thirty-five miles from Ha- 
vana. 

Nothing was discovered until Nov. 2, 
when the body of Zoilla, in a good state of 
preservation, was found in a thicket near the 
Zaniga farm. An incision had been made 
between the ribs and the heart removed, pre- 
sumably while the child sfill lived. 

It was known that several negro witch doc- 
tors were practicing their rites in the com- 
munity. Investigation resulted in the ar- 
rest of twelve persons of both sexes and the 
detention of 125 witnesses. 

Domingo Boucourt, an old African negro of 
powerful physique, is the chief witch doctor, 
and he is accused of having planned the 
murder. The chief witness for the prose- 
cution is Luisa Leal, a mulatto, who testi- | 
fied that she lived in the house of a couple 
named Tabares and heard Boucourt order 
poultices prepared with the blood of a white 
person for Juana TaBares. 

Juana Tabares admits that Victor Molina 
and Ruperta Amaro confessed to having 
killed a child, but that she thought the blood 
used in the medicine Boucourt prescribed 
had come from a body recently interred, and 
she knew nothing of the murder. 

All Guira knew of the witch doctors and 
their secret sessions and had heard Boucourt 
had said that Juana Tabares could only be 
cured by the blood of a white person, both 
taken internally and used in the fe~-m of 
poultices, 

The death penalty is asked for Boucourt, 
Juana and Pablo Tabares, Adela Luis, Mo- 
lina, Ponce, and Amaro, and seventeen years’ 
imprisonment for Jorge Cardenas, Damaso 
Amaro, Laureano Diaz, Martinez Pilar, Her- 
nades, and Jacobo Arenal as accessories be-

Dilization plans. The order angered them 
and they refused to comply. On Tuesday 
150 of them gathered in the highway near 
Lamenta, apparently discussing resistance 
! to the enforcement of the order, when the 

chief of police of Kutno and a company of. 
infantry arrived and ordered them to dis- 
perse. The peasants do not understand Rus- 
sian and consequently did not move. There 
upon the commander directed the soldiers to 
fire. The crowd, seeing the soldiers raise 
their rifies, scattered and ran. 


Three Volleys Fired.

New Governor Is Conciliatory. 

A deputation of the residents of the Kutno 
district are pow on the way to Warsaw to 
formally complain to Governor General Max- 
imovitch. The latter arrived here today. He 
favorably impresses the Poles by his gra- 
cious bearing, and by attending a mass at the 
Roman Catholic cathedral after attending a 
mass of the orthodox Greek church. This 
was the first time a Russian governor hdd 
attended a Catholic mass since the revolution 
of 1831. Later the governor visited the Ro- 
man Catholic archbishop, and it is under- 
stood that he asked the prelate’s help in re- 
storing order in Poland. This incident is re- 
garded as initiating a conciliatory policy.

This. decision, of course, covers 
similar franchises held.on, the south. side, 
although that system, _being solvent up to 
date,. has not been under the jurisdiction of 
Judge Grosscup. Tue, Triguns has printed 
repeatedly the list of the streets now cov- 
ered by the ninety-nine year franchises which 
do not expire for a.long time to come. The 
appeal to the United States Supreme court 
has not yet been perfected. It will not come 
‘until the October term, six months after a 
mayor is elected. The decision cannet pos- 
sibly be reached under ordinary ¢ircum- 
stances for six months more, and it is much 
more likely to be a year.. That means that 
at least for the first year, and possibly during 
the entire term of. thé mayor.to be elected

It may be possible to condemn a franchise. 
Judge Dunne ‘is a good lawyer and ought to 
know about that, but it does not seem pos- 
sible that Judge Dunne’ would attempt to 
condemn a thing which he might own in the 
end without condémning. That is to say, 
until. the United States Supreme court: has 
affirmed: Judge Grosscup it may reverse 
him, and might give to the city the right to 
take possession’ of its own streets at the ex- 
piration of ali the short-time ordinances.: 

This is the line of argument well informed 
men about. town make to me repeatedly. 
They insist that municipal ownership is not 
possible during the coming mayoral term.

. This is the point of view; Lbelieve; of the 
solid business men and of the thinking people 
of Chicago. Aside from the question as to 
whether municipal ownership is or is not a 
desirable thing, the substantial citizens gen- 
erally seem to regret that Mr. Harlan did 
not take the bull by the horns from the 
start and announce from.the stump himseif 
that municipal ownership, is.an impossibility 
so far as the present trunk lines are con- 
cerned pending a decision from the United 
States Supreme court as to the respective 
rights ef the city and of the street car com- 
panies. In fact, I have neard frequent criti- 
cisms of Mr. Harlan becauége he has followed 
so closely Judge Dunne’s.lead in this new 
social religion, and has ostentatiously wor- 
shiped afar off the golden calf which Judge 
Dunne adores at the foot of the altar. 

If municipal ownership is not immediately 
possible, in such a way as to give the people 
valuable trunk lines of their own and not 
mere fragments of disorganized and un- 
profitable systems, it seems funny that this 
dream of the city controlling its street car 
lines should have been dragged into the 
campaign so completely by both candidates. 
If the city hasn’t money enough to clean its 
streets, it certainly cannot build and equip 
street car lines to join dismembered>sections 
which it may possibly within-a year or two 
take under its own control. it is even pos- 
sible, I find by inquiring of financial experts, 
that the Union Traction company would be 
better off with some of its feeders a&bah- 
doned than it is now, because it would be 
left with a trunk line system only, and couid 
not possibly be compelled by the city to ex- 
change business with the outlying lines un- 
der municipal control. 

So, too, if a solution of the traction prob- 
lem depends upon a decision from the Su-.

Hence members 
foresee the probable suffering on the part of 
the *“‘Seagiiola panels” and the main én- 
tablature. 

The capitol will get its hew copper dome, 
put Will not réquiré the put so 
much silver and gold to get it reécoppered. 
Shrinkage of $122,000 This Year. 

Victor Falkenau of the Falkenau Construc- 
tioh company and°S. A. Treat, dn architect 
of Ciicago, have just finished an ¢xamina- 
tion of the condition of the capitol, and an 
estimate of the amount needed to, repair it. 
There is just $163,600 difference between their 
figures. and those given two years ago, and 
$122,000 difference between them. and the 
estimate. made this year by state officials 
interested in getting the dome recoppered. 

When Senator Lundburg’s committee on 
public bufldings takes up the appropriation 
bill for this work it will provide for the 

xpenditure of 877,400, of which $60,000 will 

e for making the dome water tight and 
pleasing to the eye. 


“Scagliola Panéls”’ in a Bad Way. 
. Three years ago, when it was manifest that 
something had to be done to keep water from 
pouring down on the assembled representa- 
tives and senators, Secretary of State Rose 
invited N, Clifford Ricker, dean of the eol- 
lege of engineering of the University of Iii- 
nols, and president of the state board of 
examining architects, to look over the copper 
umbrella and find out what was the matter 


with it, 
Ricker did so. He‘ kindly tendered his 
services,”’ Mr. .Rose said in his report 


to Richard Yates, then governor. He found 


copper umbretia, but with the “ scagliola 
panels" and main entablature and other 
things. . His. diagnosis of the capitol’s dis- 
eases took up six pages of nonparedl type. 
Among other things he said: ' 

“ Some scagliola panels are wanting on the 
celumn below the gallery on the eastern side 
of the hall of representatives, and these 
shauld be replaced. It would scarcely be 
possible to get an artist to match the others 
in seagliola, s0 that the best method would 
be to replace the panels on the hard finished 
pilaster, then have them imitated by a com- 
petent painter, finished by a few coats of 
white dammar varnish, and rubbed down to 
a smooth surface.’’ 

This brief éxtract from the six pages of 
nonpareil gives a faint hint of the diagnosis.

BUILT TO RESIST THE ICE. | 


Double Hull of the Vessel Declared 


to Be the Strongest Ever 
Launched. 


Bucksport, Me., Mateh Special. 


Peary’s hew arétic ship, launched today, was 
christened Roosevelt. The secrét had been 
well kept, and mot until the instant that 
Mrs. Peary broke a bottle of champagne 
over the Bow of the véebel and aaid: “I 
christen thee Roosevelt,” was it known that 
the ship had been named in honor of the 
president. | 

The Roosevélt will be towed to Portland 
tomorrow to receive its machinery, masts, 
and fittings. Commliasider Peary will sail for 
thie arctic seas as Soom as his ship is réady. 
He aims to establish his base at Lady Frank- 
lin bay, latitude 81° 44 north, of even nearer 
the pole, upon the coast of Grinnell land, or 
nerth Greenland. 


- Best Arctic Ship Ever Built. 

Commander Peary believes the Roosevelt 
ig the best and strongest ship ever con- 
structed for arctic exploration. He has 
united the fruits of his own experience with 
the Knowlédge gained by his rivals and has 
therefore built a remarkable ship. 

The Roosevelt is only 184 feet long, with 
35 feet beam and 16 foot draft. Contrary to 
all previous theories the Roosevelt will de- 
pend largély upon ita engine power rather 
than upon sails. It will have engines capable 
of developing 1,000 horse powercontinuously, 
and by special arrangements ‘and for a lim- 
ited period 1,500 horse power. They will be 
of the inverted, compound type, driving a 


single eleven foot propeller. 


Hull the Strongest Feature. 

It is upom the hull of the ship that Com- 
mander Peary depends so much for the suc- 
eéss of hie expedition. The model is similar 
to modern built steam whalers, bub more 
sharp, the particular features being a long, 
high raking bow, overhanging stern, and 
general wedge shape at the sides, in order 
that tt may be Hfted free if nipped in the 
ice, The hull is built of white oak, the 
frames being treble and close together, with 
double planking making the walle from 
twenty-four to thirty inches thick. The keel 
ig sixteen inches thick, bit falee keele and 
keélsons form a backbone projecting six feet 
under the entire length of the véssel. The 
bow is Backed by twelve feet of solid dead 


To make sure that the hull wilt not leak, the 
Outer Hhulb is covered with a double course 
of five inch planking, the inner course of 
yellow pite, the outer of white oak. The 
inner course is calked amd made securely 
water tight. Over the inmer course is laid a 
sheeting of tarred hemp or tarred canvas. 
After this is thoroughly secured the outer 
planking is laid and bo with exceptional 
strength.to each frame. 

This planking in turn has been calked and 
the seams al filled with pitch, and heavy 
copper sheathing overlaid on all parts of the 
bottom ¢xpoeed to the water. To take the 
tub and grind of the floating ice the bow, the 
4 along the water liné, and the stérn have 

further protected by stee) plating. 
To Escape the Ice. 

Outside, in line with the main deck, the 
vessel is fitted with a strong guard strake 
of white oak, secured to each fhanie by 
through bolts of steel riveted inside. This 
guard strake is further strengthened by a 
heavy atigie bar of steel, which, in turn, is 
fastened with especial care, 

The purpose of this guard strake, apart 
from being a buffer, is to help to lift the 
vessel out of the water as the icé crushes 
about it. As can. be seen, the ice will press 
against ites sides, and then, as théy offer 
first resistance, it will risé and catch under 
the counter of this guard and bodily raise 
the vessel. In case the ship, on the other 
hand, has been frogén in a thick pack of 
ice and wishes to freé itself, hydraulic jacks 
will be set upon the ice and brought to bear 
upon the underside of the guard, and these, 
in turn, will raise the craft, and ag it is per- 
mitted to settle back its weight will tend to 
break a way Clear. This isa peculiarly novel 
arrangement. 

To further add to the strength of the hull 
and to inerease the warmth and habita- 
bility of the ship in arctic waters the whole 
inside of the craft overlaying the frames is 
snugly ceiled with yellow pine planking 
three inches thick. 

The living quarters will be comfortably 
and stbstantially finished, but there will be 
no attempt whatever to give decoration to 
this part of the craft. 

The Roosevelt, when fitted for sea, will 
have cost $100,000, the funds being supplied 


‘by the Peary Arctic club.

MUSIC OUTPUT 


UNION DEVISES A PLAN TO SAVE 
BREATH. 


Proposes to Fix Mizimum Namber of 
Piayers for Each Theater and Hall 
Se That Individuals Need Not Be 
Overworked—Teamsters Ready to 
Join Garment Workers if Guaran- 
teed Payment of Strike Benefit 
Carpenters’ Demand Refused. 


An overproduction of music is believed by 
the Chicago Federation of Musicians to be 
‘threatening Chicago. Consequently the 
union proposes to relieve the situation by 
establishing a “ limitation of output.”’ 

In the midst of a grand opera week is the 
proper time, the musicians say, to head off 
this music mad tendency. -The union would 
neither curtail the length of the * Parsifal”’ 
performances nor prohibit encores of grand 
opera stars. The remedy proposed is much 
simpler. 

“Let each union musician agree to furnish 
so much music and no more,” said an official 
of the federation yesterday. On this basis 
the scheme is now vucing formulated. 


Limit for Each Theater and Hall. 
President T. F. Kennedy of the musicians’ 


union hes prepared a list of all theaters, con- 
cert and dance halls in the city, together with 
the seating capacity and size of each. The 
next step will be to establish a minimum 
sized orchestra or band which wil! be allowed 
to play in the variousplaces. By this method 
of restriction, & is hoped, the musical out- 
put of each man will be checked. 

It will be possible under such a plan to 
furnish only a modicum of grand opera or 
ragtime to an audience of 500 persons. For 
1,000 persons the amount will be doubled, and 
the ratio will be maintained indefinitely. 

Officials of the federation explained that 
it was, a defensive move. : ) 

“ Managers have been reducing the size 
of orchestras and bands until we have been 
forced to seek protection,” they said. 
“Three or four players were expected to 
make themselves heard in a hall seating 2,000 
or 3,000 persons. The musicians always got 
the blame if they didn’t succeed.” 


Ready to Strike in Sympathy. 

Union teamsters will join the garmen} 
workers’ strike on condition that they re- 
ceive strike benefits. Whether the trouble 
will assume a serious aspect depends there- 
fore upon the action of the Chicago Federa- 
tion of Labor, a special’meeting of which 
has been called for next Sunday afternoon, 
to consider the advisability of guaranteeing 
the funds. 

The clothing manufacturers in the morn- 
ing refused to grant an audience to President 
Dolé of the federation and President Shea 
of the teamsters. 

A shadow of trouble in the building in- 
dustry appeared when the executive coun- 
| eils of the Amalgamated Association of Car- 
penters and Joiners and the Carpenters and 
Builders’ association for the second time 
broke off negotiations. The employers re- 
fused to sign the agreements presented by 
the carpenters, demanding that exclusively 
union made building material be used.

CHIEF O'NEILL WILL STUDY IN-

“There was nothing out of the way in this, 
inasmuch as she was the only negro physi- 
clan in the neighborhood.

The murder was premeditated and 
the testimony given by the defense that Gal- 
lagher, Sandberg, and Vedeen went into 
the Loop saloon unarmed is a fairy tale.” 

Mr. Olson then pictured Gallagher as a sort 
of modern gladiator and pointed to his well 
developed muscles and stature. He com- 
pared the other defendants to Gallagher and 
said it was just such men that the slot ma- 
chine owners wanted to assist them in their 
work. 

The assistant state’s attorney reminded 
the jury of the many bruises found on the 
body of Biedermann and of the terrible beat- 
ings sustained by Keenan and Butler, his as- 
sistants. In contrast to this Gallagher, 
Sandberg, and Vedeen emerged from the 
affray without a scratch. The lawyer told 
‘the jury the accused men went to Blue Island 
for the purpose of slugging somebody and 
that they did slug and kill. 

Mr. Olson ridiculed the defense as unworthy 
of belief and demanded that all three of the 
accused be found guilty of murder. 


Mayor Zacharias Testifies. 

The principal witnesses for the defense 
during the day were Justice Little of Frank- 
lin Park, Gallagher, and Sandberg. Mayor 
Zacharias of Blue Island testified in re- 
buttal for the state. Zacharias denied he 
had told the slot machine owners to co- 
operate with the police and to arrest any 
constable who attempted to seize slot ma- 
chines in Blue Island. 

“Did you tell Niebert, Webber & Boehl, 
t slot machine owners, the night before 

murder they should arrest any one who 
re to take the machines?” he was 


“I did not.” 


Gallagher, Vedeen, and Sandberg were there, 
but he did not talk with them. 

“Did you say Gallagher, Vedeen and Sand- 
berg should cotperate with the police?”

Questioned About Slot Machines. 
Then Attorney Brady, for the defense, 
began:

“As soon as I heard of any gambling ma- 
chines I had them taken out and gave or- 
ders from time to time to the chief of police 
for their suppression.”

The state objected and was sustained. 


Sandberg on Witness Stand. 


Sandberg, on whom the state is trying to 
fasten the actual killing of Biedermann, told 
his story of the affray at length. | 

* When Gallagher tried to protect the ma- 
chine,” he said, “ Biedermann immediately 
drew his revolver, as did Keenan, and Butler 
attempted to draw a weapon. I struggled with 
Butler, and then knocked Keenan down. I 
struck the revolver from his grasp just as it 
was fired off, and I saw Biedermann stagger 
and fall. Keenan was unconscious and | re- 
covered his revolver in time to see Gallagher 
fire two shots at Butler, and the latter fell, or 
scrambled through the window.”’ 

Sandberg then demonstrated what position 
Keenan was in when he is alleged to have 
shot Belidermann. He dropped to his knees 
and held his hand in front of him. 

“ This is the way he was when he fired the 
shots,”’ said the witness. 

Gallagher was on the witness tand for a 
longer time, but his story was the same, 
practically, as Sandberg’s. 

“We were employed to prevent the consta- 
ble taking the machine by peaceable means 
if possible,”’ he said. 

“What were you to doin case the consta- 
ble had no warrants or other legal papers?’’ 
Attorney Brady asked. \ 

“We were expected to arrest him and his 
assistants as robbers and turn them over to 
the Blue Island police.” 


Gallagher’s Story of Killing. 

He denied killing Biedermann, and said he 
shot Butler in self-defense, using Bieder- 
mann’s revolver. He described the con- 
stable’s death thus: 

‘“‘'When Biedermann drew his revolver I 
struck him, wrenching his revolver from him. 
Then Keenan dropped to his knees and was 
aiming at me with his revolver when the 
weapon was struck from his hand by Sand- 
berg. I saw Sandberg in the act of raising 
his foot to kick Keenan. Just as the weapon 
was struck from Keenan's hand a shot was 
discharged, and the bullet struck Bieder- 
mann” 

n cross examination Gallagher said that 
he had known Sandberg nine years. 

“Where did you first meet him?” asked’Mr. 
Olson. 

“In Illinois, right here in Illinots.” 

“ What part of Illinois?’ persisted Olson. 

Gallagher hesitated before he replied: 

* Pontiac, 1.” 

Says Warrants Were Forged. 

Justice Little testified that a number of 
warrants which were found on Biedermann’s 
body and which bore the justice’s name were 
forgeries. He knew nothing about those war- 
rants, he said, until his attention had been 
called to them after Biedermann’s murder. 
The warrants purported to have been sworn 
out im the justice court and called for the slot 
machine in the Loop saloon as well as for 
other slot machine devices. 

Late in the day the police found a revolver 
where Sandberg had thrown it away in his 
flight. The defendant said it was Butler's 
weapon and the defense thinks ite recovery 
will substantiate Sandberg’s testimony. It 
wilh be introduced in court today.

WEST PARES IMPROVEMENTS. 


The ‘west park board estimates the cost 

of permanent improvements, some of which 
are much needed, while others are desirable, 
at $1,300,000. It has notthe money. The 
revennes derived from taxation barely suf- 
fice for current expenses after taking care 
of the interest on outstanding indebtedness 
and retiring bonds as they mature. The 
board-cannot even maintain the parks to 
its satisfaction. Ithas no money with which 
to repair buildings, resurface drives, or set 
out new trees and shrubs. 
Therefore the only way in which impreve- 
ments can be made is by a bondissue. With- 
out such an issue the west side parks and 
boulevards will remain in their present con- 
dition, which is not in all respects satisfac- 
tory. Itis right that the voters of the west 
side, with these facts before them, should 
have an opportunity to say whether they are 
willing to authorize a new bend issue and 
increase their taxes, in order that their 
pleasure grounds and drives may be made 
what they should be. 

The legislature need not hesitate to pass 
a bill empowering the park board to sell 
some bonds, provided a majority of the 
voters give theip consent at the polls. If 
-they feel that they cannotstand the expense 
they will mark their ballets in the negative.

ers’ this week. . The uiné worth and at- 
tractive qualities of the past achievements 
of the talented En@iishiman have been well 
remembered, and the fact that he has af- 
fered no absolute novelty his not lessened 
the attendance. Mr. Willard’s art is at all 
times so admirable and his conception of 
any role attempted so thoroughly satisfy- 
ing that it is an open question as to when 
he is at hie best, His Cyrus Blenkarn in 
“The Middleman” is a masterly piece of 
acting, and it is late in the day to dilate on 
all the charms to be found In that sweetest 
and prettiest of comedies, The Professor's 
Love Story,” but even his most ardent ad- 
mirers would have difficulty in rising to 
great heights of enthusiasm over the of- 
fering of last evening, *‘ The Brighter Side.” 
When Mr. Willard was last here, hé pre- 
gernted the piece under the title of The 
Optimist,”” but only a fair measure of ap- 
proval was meted out fo it.

“ The Brighter Side’ from being but scanty 
fare. 

The company supporting Mr. Willard this 
season is of the usual standard. Miss Alice 
Lonnon is a young actreas of great personal 
charm, gifted with methods of simplicity and 
naturainess, and no mean emotiona! ability, 
and she has made much of the three rdles in- 
trusted to her so far. Her Mary Bienkarn 
was admirably keyed, her Lucy White a 
truly charming picture of merry, lovable girl- 
hood, and lastly her Therese in the play of last 
evening, @ thoroughly satisfactory piece of 
work. Miss Leila Repton was advantage- 
ously cast as Mme. de la Baudiere, Mr, Cane 
was not at his best as the husband, and Mr. 
Cooper-Cliffe at times overacted @ Gaston 
de Rive. Mr. Ernest Stallard did not appear 
in last night’s cast, but deserves mention 
and strong commendation for the delightful

“ Nor can any trouble arise from the re- 
cent adjystment of the exterior debts of 
Venezuela, as she was compelied to agree 
to do just what she has done by the Bowen 
protocols with Great Britain and Germany, 
both of which were approved by Gecretary 
Hay before they were signed. She is simply 
carrying out the sgreement the United 
States required her to make Ao get rid of 
the blockading squadr rons. 


“The troyble between our government and 
Vénesuéla arises from two causes. One is 
the claim of asteamship company which was 


-arbitrated under the Hay-Bowen protocol of 


May, 1903, in which the umpire chosen by 
the queen of the Netherlands, a9 the protocol 
provided, decided against the company. Our 
government demands another arbitration of 
the case. Venezuela replies that the protocol 
says the decision of the umping shaj! be * sig- 
nal and conelusive’ and that the United 
States is bound by its own solemn agreement. 

“The other case 4s that of the notorious 
asphalt trust. Im this case our government 
demands that the cage shall be removed from 
the high federal court of Venezuela at once 
and submitted to arbitration. To t de- 
mand Venezuela is reported as saying\that 
when the court decides against the company 
it will be time enough to consider arbitrating 
the matter and that it is wholly untrue that 
the decision of the case is being delayed. 

“It has been rumored here for several days 
that the same attorney who persuaded our 
government to begin collecting $4,500,000 for 
the mysterious Santo Domingo lmprpvement 
company hes persuaded the state depart- 
ment to inalst upon immédtate obedience to 
its demands in behalf of the asphalt trust.”
